BUSINESS OUTLOOK 

At midyear business observers, 
economists and _ forecasters are 
weighing the various indexes to as- 
certain whether the much-adver- 
tised recession is over, whether busi- 
ness is headed upward again, how 
rapid will be the rate of its rise 
and how far it will go. 

The consensus is that the business 
downturn which began a year ago 
is over, and in that case it has been 
the mildest of the four experienced 
since World War II and one of the 
most gentle in this century. In fact, 
it was so gentle in most respects that, 
if it were not for the political ad- 
vertising and promotion it received, 
it might have been termed merely a 
rolling readjustment. 

According to reports, the drop in 
industrial production from its all- 
time high in January, 1960, has been 
only 8 per cent, compared with de- 
clines of 10 to 14 per cent in the 
three preceding recessions. What is 
more important to nurserymen, per- 
sonal income declined less than 1 
per cent from its 1960 peak, retail 
sales sagged by only 6 per cent, new 
construction by 3 per cent and 
gross national product by only 1 per 
cent. The more marked exceptions 
to these slight declines were resi- 
dential housing, employment and 
corporate profits. 

The absence of business profits by 
many firms was due to more aggres- 
sive competition, at home and from 
abroad, accompanied by some eas- 
ing of prices, which was all to the 
advantage of the consumer public. 

Despite continuing gloomy broad- 
casts from Washington. the increas- 
ing number of economists, both in 
government and in industry. who ex- 
press the opinion that the recession 
is over, point to the optimistic trend 
of the majority of what they regard 
as the leading indicators. Among 
them have been increases in the 
average factory work week. in the 
hiring rate and in employment 
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, in new orders for durable 
housing starts, building

REHABILITATE CRIPPLES 


Originally a nursery was a place | 
in which the young, either of hu- ' 
man beings or plants, were cared 
for.

Nation’s Capital City Welcomes A. A.N. 


After a much briefer lapse of time 
than separated the previous two con- 
ventions held at Washington, D. C., 
in 1886 and 1950, the latter date 
marking the association’s diamond 
jubilee, the nation’s capital city will 
again this year be host to members 
of the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen and their families for its an- 
nual convention, the 86th, July 15 to 
20, at the Statler Hilton hotel. With 
its concentration of the country’s 
political centers, its memorials to the 
great figures of the nation’s past, its 
unmatched museums and its well- 
developed features of horticultural 
interest, the city is one to add vast 
attraction to the business program 
of the convening group. 

Washington holds enduring fame 
as a city beautiful, despite its great 
growth. Maj- Pierre L’Enfant, who 
designed the city and thus became 
America’s first important city plan- 
ner, was a French architect-military 
engineer, serving on General Wash- 
ington’s staff during the American 
Revolution. L’Enfant never returned 
to his native France. He is buried 
in Arlington cemetery, across the 
Potomac river in Virginia, overlook- 
ing the capital city. 

The Constitution of the United 
States provided for the creation of 
a district which was to comprise the 
seat of government for the nation. 
Washington the city was founded in 
1792, when the states of Maryland 


and Virginia ceded land for the pur- 
pose to the federal government. This 
amounted to an area of 100 square 
miles. However, in 1946, that part 
of the city south of the Potomac 
river was receded to Virginia, leav- 
ing the District of Columbia coex- 
tensive with the city of Washington, 
as it now is, at 69.2 square miles. 
The federal government moved to 
Washington in 1880; the approxi- 
mately 130 employees of the federal 
establishment of that day made the 
trip from Philadelphia by stage- 
coach, taking six days for the jour- 
ney. Constitutional amendment now

Boom Growth Held 


Washington underwent great ex- 
pansion during the first and second 
World Wars, but, unlike most war- 
time boom towns, the capital’s 
growth continued.

The United States National Ar- 
boretum, at Washington, D. C., is 
one of the younger additions to the 
group of large arboreta of the coun- 
try. Approached via Maryland ave- 
nue from our national capital, it oc- 
cupies upwards of 400 scenic acres, 
the higher hills of which overlook 
the Capitol and the Washington 
monument to the south and in the 
east break in sudden drops to the 
Anacostia river. 

Establishment of the National 
Arboretum by Congress “for re- 
search and education with respect to 
tree and plant life” in 1927 marked 
the culmination of efforts originally 
spearheaded by John Watson, presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, in 1917, and later sup- 
ported by many individuals and or- 
ganizations.

Operational and research facili- 
ties have improved greatly during 
the past decade. Construction of 
nine and one-half miles of paved ac- 
cess roads was finished in 1958. The 
final unit of a brick-faced service 
court was added in 1959, and near- 
ing completion at this writing are 
the cut-stone and aluminum gate- 
ways of the main entrance, the “R” 
street entrance, and a pedestrian en- 
trance on Bladensburg road, as well 
as single-story service residences at 
two of the gates and a range of five 
100-foot aluminum greenhouses. A 
headhouse with laboratory and _ re- 
frigeration facilities is nearing com- 
pletion and will be equipped for 
joint research-production purposes 
and will be valuable for the multi- 
plication of rare plant stocks, for the 
culture of breeding progenies and for 
laboratory work in cytology and 
plant hardiness.

ters-laboratory building scheduled 
for completion in 1962. With office 
space for administrative purposes, 
this building will include the main 
laboratories, an auditorium-exhibit 
hall for public use, a smaller lecture 
room, a library and modern _her- 
barium facilities. Of contemporary 
design, it will be of single-story 
height except for the 2-story herbar- 
ium wing at the rear. Exterior walls 
will be of glass or textured concrete, 
and a striking design feature involves 
the setting of the auditorium—in 
water. With this building, National 
Arboretum facilities will be virtually 
complete except for the extensive 
planting which remains to be done. 

In relation to this progress, it 
should be noted that from the begin- 
ning, especially during the later, 
formative years, the arboretum proj- 
ect has been greatly assisted by an 
advisory council of 15 public-spirited 
citizens appointed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture. Many names familiar 
to the world of science and horticul- 
ture will be found among early mem- 
bers of the council. Present members 
are Frederic P. Lee, chairman; Dr. 
Thomas Arceneaux; Ambrose Brow- 
nell; Mrs. Walter Douglas; Mrs. 
George A. Garrett; John E. Graf;

Topography and Landscape 


The arboretum site is character- 
ized by the two hills separated by 
the valley of its Hickey creek. There 
are several springs and spring-fed 
ponds and two conspicuous open 
areas—one about 30 acres in extent, 
which extends across the south cen- 
ter of the property from the main 
entrance to the site of the headquar- 
ters building, and the other a south- 
facing hill slope, which will provide 


a permanent, broad foreground to 
the conifer planting. Natural woods 
of the higher ground and of the 
steeper valleys have fortunately per- 
sisted from earlier farming days and, 
with their fine tulip trees, beeches, 
sour gums, Virginia pines and sev- 
eral kinds of oaks, they provide a 
ready-made backdrop for the intro- 
duced plantings. 

Due to the mounting pressures of 
its breeding programs, the arbore- 
tum latterly was assigned an addi- 
tional 150 acres at the agricultural

Testing Many Plants for Introduction 


The United States plant introduc- 
tion station, located 16 miles north- 
east of Washington, D. C., at Glenn 
Dale, Md., serves as a detention 
center where plant introductions re- 
ceived from foreign countries by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture can be initially established. 

Upon entry into this country, 
all plants are examined for the 
presence of insects and diseases and 
are assigned plant introduction num- 
bers at the United States plant in- 
spection station, Washington, D. C. 
These plant imports, often consider- 
ably weakened by long periods in 
transit, are then transferred to the 
Glenn Dale station, where they fre- 
quently require special handling and 
care to assure their survival. Here 
introductions are established, propa- 
gated and grown under observation 
for a season or more until danger 
of the development of disease is 
past. Propagations from the original 
imports are then distributed to co- 
operating plant breeders and _ spe- 
cialists at federal and state experi- 
ment stations, to arboreta and to 
other bona fide agricultural research 
institutions. 

Introduction stations, or “gar- 
dens” as they were originally called, 
were recognized early by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as essential to 
the success of formalized plant in- 
troduction. Thus, the history of the 
establishment of Glenn Dale and the 
three other federal plant introduc- 
tion stations is closely linked to that 
of the federal program for plant in-

An 
office, laboratory for morphological 
studies, drafting and supply room 
and 22x44-foot seed storage building 
complete the facilities. 


Plant Explorers’ Finds Handled 


Most of the plant materials the 
station handles are imported as the 
result of explorations by professional 
plant explorers sent abroad by the 
crops research division. Other intro- 
ductions are received through seed 
and plant exchanges, correspondence 
with foreign sources, as voluntary 
eifts or through other channels. Not 
infrequently, clonal or seed intro- 
ductions of questionable identity ar- 
rive. In these cases, the material is 
grown to maturity, and herbarium 
specimens are gathered for identifi- 
cation by crops research taxonomists.

Wyo., and Tucson, Ariz. Co-opera- 
tive work is also conducted at Ore- 
gon State College, Corvallis, and at 
the western Washington experiment 
station, Puyallup. At Beltsville is 
54,544 square feet of greenhouses, 
with laboratories for physiology, 
genetics and pathology investiga- 
tions. Approximately 10 acres of 
land under irrigation is available for 
field work. 

The research program at Beltsville 
is divided into four projects, physi- 
ology, pathology, plant breeding and 
shade trees and woody shrubs. Many 
of the problems worked on can only 
be solved by co-operation among 
members of the staff, since physiol- 
ogy, pathology and genetics may all 
enter into achieving a solution.

Industry’s Chane

The Virginia Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation was founded in an era of 
depression, which made it difficult 
to get under way as a going concern. 
In 1929 L. M. Jones, Jones Norfolk 
Nurseries, Norfolk, Va., and Owen 
G. Wood, Wood-Howell Nurseries, 
Bristol, Va., attending a meeting of 
the Southern Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, began to think and to plan for 
the organization of a Virginia Nurs- 
erymen’s Association. The early or- 
ganizers worked hard to establish an 
organized meeting, and after several 
sessions, the V. N. A. was finally or- 
ganized August 17, 1931, at Rich- 
mond. 

Many Virginia nurserymen were 
reluctant to join at first, thinking the 
bylaws and association activities 
might restrict their business. 
Through untiring efforts of a few 
nurserymen determined to organize 
and develop an association to handle 
problems in their industry, the goal 
was achieved when more nursery- 
men began to seek membership in 
1932. In 1929, prior to the organiza- 
tion of V. N. A., there were 158 reg- 
istered nurseries and small plant 
growers in the state. In October, 
1931, the association had 13 mem- 
bers who had paid their $5 dues, and 
by July, 1932, 34 nurseries were 
members. The membership in 1932 
represented 1,170 acres in nursery 
stock compared to the 2,050 regis- 
tered in the state.

In 1950 there were some 220 nurs- 
eries licensed to sell nursery stock, 
and these represented a $15 million 
industry. Today there are 394 firms 
registered to grow plants in Virginia 
and 118 dealers in nursery plants. 
The total number of acres represent- 
ed today is 9,415, compared to some 
2,050 acres registered in the state 30 
years ago. This shows the tremen- 
dous growth in the nursery indus- 
try in Virginia during the past 30 
years, in relation to nursery stock 
in production. 

Today the membership in V. N. A. 
is 123, and of this number 16 nurs- 
erles were registered in Virginia in 
1930. 

Educational Programs 


Setting a new pattern in the an- 
nals of nursery conventions, the 
V. N. A. convention held January 
29 to 31, 1950, was devoted to a 
discussion of the current fiscal poli- 
cies of the federal government and 
how to battle against government 
extravagance and paternalism. It 
was the first time the V. N. A. had 
pushed trade talk to the back- 
ground, and the program was a 
wonderful success.

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Active Trade Group Serves Maryland 


Almost Defunct in 1939, Revitalized Association Begins Second Quarter-Century 


It was in January, 1934, that 
Maryland nurserymen first met as a 
group.

This group reported back at the 
first meeting after organization, 
which was held February 21, 1934, 
in the Horticulture building at the 
university. At that time Mr. King 
was elected first president and J. J.

The second meeting of the 
M.N. A. was held October 25, 1934, 
at the old Rennert hotel, Baltimore. 
At that time it was decided that the 
association would meet every three 
months: in February, June, August 
and November. 

The group’s first major project 
was its participation in the Balti- 
more flower show of 1935. Other 
projects discussed in those early 
days were roadside beautification, an 
arboretum, improvement of business 
ethics and implementation of price 
regulations. Membership in the as- 
sociation was on an. individual, 
rather than a firm, basis, and dues 
were fixed at $2 per person annually. 

Most of the projects so enthusi- 
astically discussed failed, however, 
to attain fruition, and the associa- 
tion slowly fell into a state of gen- 
eral inactivity, with very few mem- 
bers attending meetings. 

Proposes Reorganization 


President Jesse Stoner, Westmin- 
ster Nurseries, Westminster, called 
the executive committee together at 
Towson Nurseries, Towson, March 
2, 1939, and proposed a reorganiza-

Active in the A. A. N. since he 
entered the nursery business 34 years 
ago, Mr. Tankard was one of those

Dozen Varieties Include 


Best in Shrub Altheas 


By Donald Wyman 


Horticulturist, Arnold Arboretum 


The old-fashioned shrub, Hibiscus 
syriacus, has been grown in America 
since Colonial times and was grown 
in England 200 years before then. 
When first discovered in Syria, it 
was thought to be a native of that 
area, hence its specific name, but 
as has happened with several other 
plants—the Persian lilac, for one— 
the shrubby althea was later found 
to be a native of China and north- 


ern India, actually being introduced 
into Syria and probably — being 
brought over the old trade route 
from China into that country. In 
any event, this hardy species has 
a long history. Many varieties have 
come and gone over the years, but 
one still sees it used in many north- 
ern gardens. 

There are some 30 varieties now 
growing in the collections of the

Arnold Arboretum; some of these 
are old-fashioned varieties; others 
were recently introduced from Eu- 
rope. Many more are being grown 
in American nurseries, but, as will 
be shown later, there is a great 
similarity among the varieties, and 
all can be segregated in a few major 
color groups as far as flowers are 
concerned. Although not considered 
outstanding ornamental shrubs, they 
do have a place in the garden under 
certain conditions, and so a short 
review of the group and some cul- 
tural suggestions are here in order. 


Young Plants Tender 


As many a gardener knows, there 
are several herbaceous species native 
to North America, but each of the 
two woody species, Hibiscus syriacus 
and H. rosa-sinensis, contains many 
varieties that are popular garden 
plants, H. syriacus in the colder 
portions of the country and H. rosa- 
sinensis in the subtropical portions. 
Young plants of H. syriacus seem 
to prove less hardy in the first win- 
ter or two, and so winter protection 
for these is in order during this 
period. Old, established plants are 
perfectly hardy in zone 5. They 
need good soil, not too dry, and full 
sun in order to bloom their best. 

Young, vigorous-growing plants 
are frequently susceptible to winter 
injury in the north, especially the 
first winter or two after they have 
been planted. Hence, young plants 
might be well protected the first

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Season Slow '!o0 Start for Retailers 


Late Store and Landscape 


June reports of somewhat lower 
spring retail business this year do 
not, in general, indicate the results 
of a completed season. Rain, with 
coldness in some areas, slowed the 
start of the spring buying at garden 
shops on the whole, but late May 
and June activity was bringing to- 
tals up, inasmuch as the delay of hot 
weather kept homeowners in a 
planting mood. 

Weather likewise delayed start on 
work by landscape men, but they, 
too, expected to use the favorable 
early summer coolness to carry work 
beyond the normal deadline for com- 
pletion. Mention is made of greater 
public acceptance of container stock 
planting and broadened appreciation 
of landscape work both for homes 
and public sites. In general, land- 
scape work was up or at least satis- 
factory this past spring. 

Excessive rain gave some handi- 
cap to nurserymen in their own field 
planting, reports indicate. The only 
plant scarcities mentioned were for 
specimen sizes, in the northwest, 
where these items have been in de- 
mand for several seasons. One Cali- 
fornia survey points out the first 
reduction in nursery sales mentioned 
there for some years, caused by 
weather chiefly, competition —par- 
tially. 

Long Island Ahead of 1960 


“As of about mid-June we were 
keeping somewhat ahead of 1960 
spring sales and were close to clean- 
ing up landscape jobs,” writes L. S. 
MacRobbie, Oak Park Nurseries, 
Inc., East Patchogue, L. IL, N. Y. 
He adds: “Weather on Long Island 
was kind to us this spring, giving 
plenty of moisture and no early 
hot days, so we were still able to 
dig and plant deciduous trees and 
shrubs with no wilt or setback in 
June. However, a destructive winter 
killed or seriously damaged all kinds 
of nursery stock, particularly the 
broadleafs.” 

Massachusetts Sales Lower 

“Sales for spring through May 
were off 15 per cent,” reports Rich- 
ard M. Wyman, Jr., president, Wy- 
man’s Garden Centers, Inc., Fram- 
ingham, Mass. He adds, “June was 
running slightly ahead of last year, 
so we may pick up some of the loss, 
but never make it up.

“The bidding on public works 
jobs, such as housing and schools, 
has been conducted on a cut-throat 
basis, and some firms will surely end 
up in bankruptcy. The class of work 
being done by a few firms is ex- 
tremely bad, due to lack of inspec- 
tion by the architects and owners. 
The landscape contractors will have 
to clean up this mess and see that 
the specifications are followed: 
otherwise, it will be impossible for 
any legitimate firm to get a public 
works job. I have seen taxus planted 
in solid clay, brickbats, broken tile, 
etc., without one shovelful of top- 
soil in the holes. The firm which 
planted that way received its pay for 
the job and, of course, will never be 
allowed to bid on any work for the 
same project again, but it will be 
back bidding on other jobs, and 
when price alone is considered, no 
one can hope to meet its low price 
for such poor work. 


“A small housing job was up for 
bids a few days ago in Beaver county, 
and the bids ranged from $6,950 to 
$17,900. There were seven bidders, 
with the low bidder being 30 per 
cent under the next highest. The low 
bidder was a firm which went bank- 
rupt a few years ago on another 
project, and if it has to follow the 
specifications and pay the wage scale 
established for this job, it cannot do 
so at the bid price under any con- 
ditions.” 


Virginia Trade Advances 


“Sales January | through June 1, 
1961, indicate a 5 per cent increase 
over the previous year’s,” comments 
Wendall L. Winn, president, Winn 
Nursery, Inc., Norfolk, Va. He con- 
tines, “This factor proved gratifying, 
considering the inclement weather 
during February, which prevented 
execution of any landscape contracts 
and eliminated all wholesale ship- 
ments.

Planning Is Theme 
At California 


Refresher Course 


By Richard B. Kilner 


The more than 200 nurserymen 
attending the 13th annual refresher 
course at San Luis Obispo, Calif., 
found several new items on the pro- 
gram in addition to the attractions 
that have made the course such a 
successful undertaking year after 
year. Last year saw the introduction 
of a trade fair, which was repeated 
during the 1961 meeting. 

This year saw the innovation of 
a “Book Fair,” or horticulture book 
display. Supplied from the library 
of the California State Polytechnic 
College, which sponsors the refresh- 
er courses along with the California 
Association of Nurserymen, and 
from the personal collections of 
many nurserymen, the books ranged 
from standard reference volumes to 
rare treasures. 

Discussion Groups 


Another departure from the for- 
mat of the past few years was the 
five panel discussion groups which 
convened both days of the course, 
June 7 and 8, to discuss wholesaler- 
retailer co-operation, use of the 
C. A. N. market development pro- 
gram, employee training and sales- 
manship, new pest controls and store 
fixtures and displays. This phase of 
the program is reported separately 
in this issue.

day featured a_ keynote 
The first was Louis F. 
Czufin, manager of advertising and 
public relations, California Chemical 
Co., Division of Standard Oil Co. of 
California. Mr. Czufin set the stage 
for the panel discussions to follow 
in his talk on the “Key Elements of 
Retailing Success with Special 
Emphasis on Advertising and Pro- 
motion.” The underlying theme for 
most of his remarks was the need 
for sales planning. 


Mr. Cvufin stressed that the key-

note of successful selling is timing 
and co-ordination. In order to de- 
velop a clear and concise blueprint 
of proposed sales activities for the 
year, it is necessary to compile in 
advance—and to maintain and re- 
vise--a weekly marketing and ad- 
vertising calendar. 

Mr. Czufin displayed such a cal- 
endar, which begins and develops a 
step-by-step program for selling mer- 
chandise successfully. The individual 
nursery’s calendar should be made 
out in advance on a weekly basis. 
This affords a tight control. It 
should be prominently displayed in 
the sales office to remind the man- 
ager and to acquaint sales personnel 
fully with the over-all marketing and 
advertising plans for each week. 

Planning ahead is vital. When one 
learns to work out his plans at least 
six months ahead, he will get out of 
the last-minute habit and not only 
sell better, but also buy more ad- 
vantageously. 

One of the basic fundamentals of 
a succesful selling organization, Mr. 
Czufin noted, is group participation. 
One can discover a wealth of new 
ideas and enthusiasm when he brings 
his salespersons into the planning 
stages of the marketing program. 
This inevitably results in their doing 
a much better job at the point of 
sale. 

Returning to his suggested mar- 
keting and advertising calendar, Mr. 
Czufin pointed to the first column, 
headed “Timing.” The most impor- 
tant single consideration in the plan- 
ning of an advertising campaign is 
timing. Unless a definite time sched- 
ule for the development and place- 
ment of every advertisement is set 
up on a weekly basis throughout the 
year and strictly adhered to, adver- 
tising and selling campaigns will lose 
much of their effectiveness.

These campaigns should not be 
limited to the so-called garden sea- 
son. Creditors assume a nursery is 
in business the year around and do 
not hesitate to send a bill in the 
“off season.” 

“Sales Theme,” the second column 
heading, should be the first con- 
sideration of any particular week’s 
program. Its choice is important, 
since it will dominate all promotion 
activities for that week. The theme 
should be lively and colorful and, 
whenever possible, should be tied in 
with at least one plant special. 

Mr. Czufin urged his audience not 
to worry about losing its ‘quality 
image” by holding a sale. He cited 
one of the finest furniture stores of 
San Francisco and New York, 
W. & J. Sloane, which has never 
placed an advertisement that has not 
announced a sale. 

The next column, “Feature Mer- 
chandise To Move,” lists the esti- 
mated quantity of feature products 
to be moved, providing a guide for 
quantity buying and giving sales- 
persons a definite sales goal. 


Planned Tie-Ins and Displays 


Column 4 is headed “Other Mer- 
chandise for Tie-in Sales.” All re- 
lated items that lend themselves to 
tie-in sales with the feature prod- 
ucts are listed here as an aid in 
arranging suitable displays, in writ- 
ing suitable display messages, etc. 

The next heading is “Displays To 
Set Up,” reminding the manager 
that it is necessary to anticipate in- 
door and outdoor displays support- 
ing the feature merchandise. Dis- 
play ideas and locations are noted 
in this column. 

Next, the “Question of the Week.” 
This should be carefully thought out 
and regularly posted to make sales 
personnel think in terms of follow-

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A quiet, restful atmosphere is main- 
tained, with no calling for informa- 
tion. Employees have instruction on 
how to keep children under control, 
if the parents cannot. The object is 
to keep the customer’s mind on what 
she originally came in for—to spend 
money. 


Monthly Meetings Held 


To instill the required knowledge 
and behavior in the employee, 
monthly personnel meetings are held 
in the form of a buffet dinner at the 
Schmidt home right after work. In 
addition, “‘5-minute meetings” are 
held whenever necessary. When a 
new plant is put into stock, for ex- 
ample, each person is informed as 
soon as possible. 

The important thing is to sell at 
a profit, pointed out Mr. Schmidt, 
and that is why so much time is 
spent on sales training. With no 
charge accounts or deliveries to con- 
sider, the telephone is not held im- 
portant by the management. A sales- 
man waiting on a customer will not 
answer the telephone. If it rings 
three times, back in the 
growing grounds will answer it, and 
only for a long-distance message will 
he call a salesman to the telephone; 
otherwise he takes the number and 
has a salesman call back later. He 
will give no information on the tele- 
phone. The customer must come in, 
as Mr. Schmidt feels that cash in 
hand is worth more than conversa- 
tion on the telephone. 


Work Schedule Provided 


Each of the employees working in 
the nursery has a scratch pad, on 
which chores are written for him. 
After his daily duties are completed 
he consults his pad, which usually 
has several days’ work scheduled 
ahead. This way no one gets bored, 
standing around trying to look busy. 

Each is carefully instructed in the 
proper loading of a car—or the art 
of getting many plants into the cus- 
stomer’s car. When the sale is com- 
pleted, a ring summons one of the 
boys from the back. He wheels out 
purchases, inquiring about length of 
trip, other pickups, whether a man 
will unload, etc., and loads accord- 
ingly. There is much more to the 
safe handling of purchases than just 
taking things out of the car. 

Each Schmidt employee is given a 
sample of a new product free. He 
takes it home to try it in his garden. 
The experiences and findings are 
subsequently discussed at one of the 
monthly sales meetings, and instruc- 
tions are made up for customers. 
This is the most effective and least

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Trade’s New Look, Theme 


Of Georgia Convention

The new look—in landscape mate- 
rials, roadside development, bedding 
plants and other fields affecting the 
nursery industry — was the theme 
carried out by the speakers at the 
24th annual convention of the Geor- 
gia State Nurserymen’s Association, 
May 28 to 30, at Jekyll Island, Ga. 

The attendance of 105 members 
and guests saw Donald Hastings, Jr., 
H. G. Hastings Co., Atlanta, elected 
president for the coming year. Other 
officers named were L. B. Powell, 
Powell Nurseries, Thomasville, vice- 
president; John Wight, Jr., Wight 
Nurseries, Inc., Cairo, treasurer, and 
Elbert A. Botts, Augusta, director 
at large. Mrs. Willette E. Hume re- 
mains executive secretary. 

Sunday afternoon, the exhibits 
opened in the new Aquarama build- 
ing, where all meetings were held, 
and a hospitality hour and buffet 
supper were enjoyed later at the 
Nautilus restaurant. 


Landscape Possibilities 

President Charles Morse,  Jr., 
Morse Bros. Nursery, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., presided at all meetings, with 
Frank A. Smith, Frank A. Smith & 
Co., Atlanta, as the first speaker 
Monday morning. In his talk, ““The 
New Look in Landscape Plants,” 
Mr. Smith pointed out the value of 
finding new ways to present plants 
and give them appeal. 

Ordinary English ivy, wound 
about a cone-shaped frame and tied 
in place with raffia, becomes a to- 
piary, something new that com- 
mands a fair price. A large hibiscus, 
too leggy to sell, can be espaliered on 
a redwood frame and clipped here 
and there so the blooms will be 
pleasingly spaced. 

Citing some new and _less-used 
materials that can give variety and 
distinction to the landscape, Mr. 
Smith noted that Fatsia japonica, a 
hardy tropical plant that withstood 
the cold of the past winter, can be 
used to advantage in the Atlanta 
area with aucuba or mahonia. 


New Holly 
Tlex wilsoni, a Monrovia Nurseries 
introduction, has bold, strong, green 
leaves, berries well, takes clipping 
well and makes a fine foundation 
plant. Osmanthus San Jose and Ilex 


aquipernyi Brilliant both have done 
well in the Piedmont area. 

Dwarf yaupon holly stands the 
shade with a little tip burn in the 
winter at Atlanta but comes out 
strong and healthy and makes an 
excellent plant for the low ranch- 
style home. 

Robert H. Bennett, highway con- 
struction engineer with the Georgia 
state highway department, the next 
speaker, showed slides with his talk 
“Roadside Development—The New 
Look,” pointing the way to new mar- 
kets for nursery products in connec- 
tion with the interstate highway sys- 
tem. 

He stated that roadside parks, or 
rest areas, will be much more elab- 
orate on the interstate system than 
the 200-odd which have already been 
built in Georgia over the past 15 
years. 

In conclusion, Mr. Bennett em- 
phasized the need for a division of 
landscape architecture in the high- 
way department similar to those al- 
ready established in most of Geor- 
gia’s neighboring states. 


Plant Industry Report 


W. E. Blasingame, director of the 
Georgia division of entomology and 
plant industry, described the con- 
trol program undertaken at Augusta 
to curb camellia flower blight, which 
has been found in the Augusta, 
Macon and Columbus areas and in 
two properties at Atlanta. The Au- 
gusta program did not eradicate the 
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disease there, but did provide excel- 
lent control. During the coming sea- 
son control measures will be taken 
in the Atlanta area and an educa- 
tional program set up at Macon and 
Columbus. 


He reported that the Georgia im- 
ported fire ant eradication program 
is proceeding on a greatly acceler- 
ated basis. Commissioner Campbell 
recently designated this as_ the 
No. 1 project in the department of 
agriculture. 

A stern warning was issued to 
nurserymen who purchased nursery 
stock from other states known to be 
infested with the insect. Each Geor- 
gia purchaser was warned to make 
certain that his sources of nursery 
stock and their immediate environs 
are free from this pest. Incoming 
stock is being inspected and, if in- 
festations of imported fire ants are 
found, the plant materials will re- 
quire treatment and the receiving 
nursery will come under quarantine 
regulations concerning the pest. 

In view of the current status of the 
imported fire ant eradication pro- 
gram in Alabama, Mr. Blasingame 
noted, extreme caution should be 
exercised when purchasing nursery 
stock in this state. 

New Annuals 

Tuesday morning’s session was 
opened by William J. Park, George 
W. Park Seed Co., Greenwood, S. C., 
speaking on “The New Look in An- 
nuals and Perennials.” 

The development in recent years 
of new growing techniques and of 
new supplies has facilitated the grow- 
ing of quality plants, he remarked, 
terming the advent of plantable peat 
pots a real boon, because there is 
little if any transplant shock. The 
bedding plant trade is the fastest-

Sponsored by the University of Geor- 
gia division of horticulture, the short 
course was opened by Dr. R. L. Liv- 
ingston, head of the extension horti- 
culture department, who discussed 
fruit and nut varieties for Georgia 
home orchards. 


Recommended Apples 


For north and middle Georgia the 
following apple varieties are recom- 
mended: Early Harvest, Red Deli- 
cious, Detroit Red, Golden Delicious, 
Winesap, Roam and Yates. Peach 
varieties recommended for the same 
area are Cardinal, Dixired, Red- 
haven, Georgia Belle and Elberta. In 
middle and south Georgia, Hiland, 
Southland, Maygold and Redskin 
are recommended. 

Mr. Livingston stated that blue- 
berry propagation is a field that 
should be expanded by Georgia nurs- 
erymen. The varieties Scammell and 
Burlington are recommended for 
north Georgia, and Tifblue, Home- 
bell and Woodard adapted 
throughout the state.

orgia leads the nation in pecan 
uction, the varieties Stuart and 
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Desirable being adapted throughout 
the state. Farley is suggested for 
north and middle Georgia, and El- 
liott for middle and south Georgia. 
Mr. Livingston stated that more 
than one variety of certain fruits and 
nuts are necessary in a yard to ob- 
tain cross-pollination. This includes 
apples, blueberries, muscadine 
grapes, pears, pecans and chestnuts. 


Container Fertilization 
Dr. Raymond L. Self, plant path- 


ologist in charge of the ornamental 
horticulture field station, Spring 
Hill, Ala., discussed recent research 
on the fertilization of container- 
grown nursery stock. He stated that 
a co-operative study between the 
horticulture field station at Spring 
Hill and the soils and horticulture 
departments of Auburn Universtiy 
is in progress. 

Tests have been made to study the 
effect of various levels of superphos- 
phate and dolomitic lime incor- 
porated in the potting mixture. An 
extensive study has been made to 
determine the effects of a number of 
topdressings on container plants. 
These included several chemical fer- 
tilizer formulations, chemical fer- 
tilizers plus cottonseed meal and also 
various amounts of dolomitic lime 
and minor elements. 

In his discussion of scale insect 
growth control, Dr. H. H. Tippins, 
entomologist, Georgia experiment 
station, emphasized the importance 
of accurate identification of the spe- 
cies involved, pointing out that, even 
though two species may look alike, 
their life cycles may differ greatly. 
Since insecticides are usually more 
effective against immature scales, 
control measures should be timed to 
coincide with this “weak link” in the 
insect’s life cycle. 

Dr. Raymond Self appeared again 
on the program to discuss methods 
of controlling common nursery dis- 
eases. Among the physiological dis- 
orders for which he recommended 
preventive measures were root suffo- 
cation; root burn, which is caused 
by high temperatures in colored con- 
tainers; root plasmolysis; leaf burn, 
and drought injury. He concluded 
by discussing methods of control- 
ling botrytis blight, phytophthora 
root rot, camellia dieback and cyl- 
indrocladium. 

Nematodes 

Speaking on nematode injury to 
nursery stock, Dr. Luther Farrar. 
plant pathologist with the Georgia 
agricultural extension service, stated 
that an absence of the typical root- 
knot symptoms does not necessarily

ILLINOIS DIRECTORS AIR 
LEGISLATIVE PROBLEMS 


Legislative and labor problems 
were topics that received attention 
at the board of directors’ meeting 
of the Illinois State Nurserymen’s 
Association held June 8, at the Hotel 
La Salle, Chicago. Several bills in- 
troduced in the Illinois legislature 
were called to the group’s attention 
by John C. Fiore, Charles Fiore 
Nurseries, Inc., Prairie View, chair- 
man of the legislative committee. 
He stated that senate bill 349 if 
passed would have some serious con- 
sequences as far as nurserymen in 
the state of Illinois are concerned. 
The bill provides that nursery stock 
growing in the area of a diseased 
tree could be condemned and stock 
within 200 feet would have to be 
removed. 

Mr. Fiore also called attention to 
house bill 1672, which is a bill for 
labeling nursery stock, sold at re- 
tail, as to place of origin. The place 
of origin is designated as where the 
seed was planted or the cutting 
rooted. He expressed the opinion 
that this bill was unsatisfactory and 
would need amendments. 

House bill 1437 to license land- 
scape architects is a good bill, stated 
Mr. Fiore. Subsequently a motion 
was passed by the board of direc- 
tors that the I. S. N. A. go on rec- 
ord as lending support to this bill. 
A further bill that had been intro- 
duced, said Mr. Fiore, is house bill 
562, which amends the IIlinois high- 
way code so that motor vehicle tax 
funds can be used to replace trees 
that have to be removed when streets 
are widened. 

Mr. Fiore stated that the state 
officials are in the process of deter- 
mining a uniform method of assess- 
ing nurseries as far as real-estate 
tax goes. They would like to estab- 
lish that nurseries should not be 
taxed as farms as they do not pro- 
duce an annual crop. 


Union Efforts 


Strong attempts are being made 
by local unions to organize nursery 
employees, said Mr. Fiore. He said 
that legal counsel has advised that 
the Ilgenfritz Nurseries case, No. 
C-RS-4197 (1959), has not been 
overruled and still is the controlling 
case. He advised nurserymen not to 
do any acts to recognize local unions 
as the bargaining agent for their 
employees. Mr. Fiore believes that 
nurseries should tell union organ- 
izers that the nursery business is ex- 
empt under the national labor rela- 
tions act and the workers em- 
ployed by a nursery are classified 
as agricultural laborers. Therefore,

there is a question as to whether a 
nursery owner would be guilty of an 
unfair labor practice if he were to 
force employees to join a union or 
if he assists in any way in obtaining 
their applications. 

It was decided by the board of 
directors that the I. S. N. A. should 
sever its contract with the union 
and not serve as a bargaining unit 
after August 31. 

Mr. Fiore expressed the opinion 
that landscape contractors or sales- 
yards will have to have a union; 
therefore, it is a good idea for land- 
scape contractors to find a union 
which will give them what they 
want. It is believed that nurseries 
and landscape contractors should 
be segregated for bargaining with 
unions. 


Japanese Beetle Situation 


A report on the Japanese beetle 
situation was delivered by H. F. 
Seifert, horticultural inspection su- 
pervisor, Glen Ellyn, who stated that 
37,000 acres had been ireated for 
Japanese beetle last spring and 18,- 
000 acres remain untreated. This 
coming spring, he stated, traps will 
be put out for Japanese beetles in 
the Chicago, East St. Louis, Joliet 
and Peoria areas. 

The subject of the I. S. N. A. 
exhibit at the Illinois state fair was 
brought up. Two gardens measur- 
ing 24x24 feet are planned. The 
I. S. N. A. has already voted $500 
for the project, and it was voted to 
add $1,000 additional toward the 
exhibit, with up to $500 being voted 
for publicity in Illinois newspapers. 
It was pointed out that the state 
of Illinois is planning to contribute 
$1,000 toward the nurserymen’s ex- 
hibit. A director of the state fair 
thought that the I. S. N. A. exhibit 
should be a focal point, and it is felt 
that close to $3,000 will be needed 
to put in a proper exhibit. 

The directors voted to send Har- 
leigh Kemmerer, secretary of the 
I. S. N. A., to attend the secretaries’ 
meeting at the American Association 
of Nurserymen convention at Wash- 
ington, D. C. It was decided to hold 
the next meeting of directors June 
27, so that more attention could be 
given to the various legislative prob- 
lems.

Clarence E. Godshalk, director of 
the Morton Arboretum, Lisle, III., 
was honored with the Arthur Hoyt 
Scott garden and horticultural award 
at Swarthmore College, Swarthmore, 
Pa., June 12.

INDOOR LANDSCAPING 


In a previous article I commented 
on the burgeoning interest in indoor 
landscaping. Since then I have seen 
and heard of more interest which 
would indicate that this may become 
an important phase of the landscape 
business. It certainly is questionable 
if landscape men or any other seg- 
ment of the industry are at all pre- 
pared for such an eventuality. 

Even though my own firm is far- 
removed from any metropolitan 
area, considerable business of this 
type is evident around us. Recently 
we were asked to supply a list of 
5 to 6-foot plants in tubs for a 
geriatrics building at a state hospital 
in an adjoining county. Obviously, 
this sort of planting would not only 
be attractive, but would be of great 
benefit to the patients. We could not 
supply the plants, and we could not 
even offer much help as to sources 
of supply nearby. 

A friend who organizes the land- 
scaping for a chain of shopping cen- 
ters recently told me of efforts to 
plant arcades in three widely sep- 
arated installations—one in Texas. 
one in North Carolina and one in 
New Jersey. She says that, so far, she 
has met only one professional de- 
signer in North Carolina and onc 
well-known firm in New _ Jersey 
which specialize in indoor landscap- 
ing. 

However, to do the job, a large 
quantity of material had to be 
trucked from Florida to Texas and 
New Jersey. Even the sources in 
Florida seemed unprepared to supply 
the materials. 

Special Training Necessary 

The landscape nurseryman is not 
yet educated nor experienced in this 
business —— neither is the florist. A 
European-trained gardener might be 
able to handle such plants, but an 
American gardener would be help- 
less. Typical American horticulture 
is not even prepared to teach this 
sort of plant culture. 

Although there is no indication 
that every landscape nurseryman will 
be called on for indoor jobs, it would 
certainly be desirable for him to be- 
come familiar with the techniques 
employed. More than likely, before 
long there will be enough business 
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rt at least one specialist firm 
reographical region. 
roblems will be many and 
of information is great. I

were necessary. Even then,

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ooms. Tender foliage plants 
sizes, grown in Puerto Rico, 
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would be cheaper to truck them from 
Florida in the spring, freshen them 
up during the summer outside and 
take them indoors in the fall for 
sale and use. In general, the type of 
plants used would be those that do 
not require high humidity and are 
not too fussy about dust, irregular 
light supply and drafts. 


Little Known of Indoor Behavior 


Knowledge of temperate -zone 
plant behavior indoors is almost un- 
available. While numerous plants 
could not possibly be used, one may 
be sure that others offer interesting 
possibilities and behave in a new and 
different but useful manner. Plants 
from the south that stand light frost 
offer one possibility. 

Modern architecture, both com- 
mercial and residential, frequently 
utilizes areas neither outdoors nor 
indoors. Even my own limited ex- 
periences show that in some cases 
deciduous plants may become per- 
sistent or even evergreen when 
planted in indoor-outdoor environ- 
ments. 

In regard to these indoor-outdoor 
areas, I saw something last winter 
that might have possibilities. A local 
boat yard that provides facilities for 
the care and maintenance of pleasure 
cruisers and yachts has always found

Walter R. Schoenfeld, Sr. 


Walter R. Schoenfeld, Sr., chair- 
man of the board of Germain’s, Inc., 
Los Angeles, Calif., died May 28 at 
the age of 65.

A more recent phase of research 
with azaleas has been carried on by 
J. L. Creech, assistant chief, new 
crops research branch, with the 
breeding and selection of varieties 
evolved from the combination of the 
Glenn Dale and Belgian azaleas. Five 
outstanding selections resulting from 
these crosses will be named and are 
presently being propagated in quan- 
tity for release and distribution. 

Holly hybrid seedlings, the result

plorations of J. L. Creech in Japan 
and F. G. Meyer in Europe present- 
ly show considerable promise for ca- 
mellia breeders and as new garden 
varieties. Of special interest among 
these is Camellia lutchuensis, a small 
but fragrant-flowered species, and 
C. japonica Kominato, which ap- 
pears to have exceptional cold 
hardiness. 

There is a growing interest in a 
number of summer-flowering as well 
as fall-flowering chrysanthemum in- 
troductions from Japan. Some 40 
English varieties of coleus recently 
distributed by the station have add- 
ed new color variations to those 
presently available to the public. 
Many ilex varieties and species, also 
recently introduced from England, 
are receiving considerable interest as 
breeding material and as presenting 
new forms of value for American 
gardens. 

Among the specialty crops under 
investigation, dioscorea, Mexican 
yam, is receiving the most intensi- 
fied study. Species of dioscorea rep- 
resent one of the best sources of the 
precursors of steroidal drugs, includ- 
ing cortisone—used for the treat- 
ment of arthritis. Using high sapo-

Because of the quarantine green- 
house facilities at Glenn Dale, prop- 
agations from the clonal collection 
of cacao, Theobroma cacao, main- 
tained at the Miami station are 
undergoing virus-indexing — studies 
here. As a co-operative program with 
the international co-operation ad- 
ministration, cacao seeds of impor- 
tant varietal crosses have been re- 
ceived and the resulting 6,000 seed- 
ling plants are presently being grown 
for distribution to cacao centers in 
Central and South America. Rust- 
resistant coffee varieties and impor- 
tant clonal lines of black pepper are 
also under propagation and distribu- 
tion. 

Foreign Mazzard and Mahaleb 
cherry introductions are being eval- 
uated for disease resistance and vig- 
or. A promising phase of this work 
is the testing of a Mazzard selection 
from Germany for degree of suscep- 
tibility to leaf spot disease. A col- 
lection of 915 apple and 180 pear 
introductions maintained on the sta- 
tion are under observation, and rec- 
ords on leafing, blossoming, fruiting 
and susceptibility to fire blight are 
taken annually.

January in Baltimore; the short 
course is presented in February at 
the University of Maryland, and the 
informal summer meeting usually 
takes the form of a tour of nurseries 
or gardens of horticultural interest. 

Eventually the dues were in- 
creased to $5 per member, and this 
in turn was increased to $15, in 
1957. During those years member- 
ship increased to nearly 200 persons. 
In 1946 the M. N. A. initiated the 
annual presentation of a certificate 
for professional achievement to nurs- 
erymen in the state. 


Silver Anniversary 


At the annual meeting in January, 
1959, the association celebrated its 
first 25 years by presenting silver 
anniversary certificates to all known 
founders and to all past officers. Be- 
sides the past presidents, most of 
whom had also served as vice-presi- 
dents, the latter group included Sec- 
retaries J. J. Chisolm, J. Hammond 
Brandt, Daniel B. Stoner, Paul S. 
Hofmann and C. M. Akehurst, and 
Treasurers Carville G. Akehurst; 
Edward L. Stock, Jr.; C. Willard 
Stoner, and Carl Orndorff. 

Besides serving for 13 years 
(1944-1957) as secretary, Mr. Hof- 
mann, Towson Nurseries, Cockeys- 
ville, has served the association con- 
tinuously since 1943 as its repre- 
sentative to Maryland Farm Bureau, 
Inc. He is also a past president of 
the Nursery Association Secretaries. 

In 1960 the Maryland Nursery- 
men’s Association again took steps 
in the direction of modernization. 
These included its incorporation and 
the adoption of new bylaws, its own 
code of ethics and the code of fair 
business practices of the American 
Association of Nurserymen. 

By virtue of the new bylaws, 
membership was changed from an 
individual to a firm basis. Member 
firms now pay dues on a sliding scale 
based on the physical assets of each 
business, with a fixed minimum of 
$20 per year and a maximum of $80. 
The association is now interviewing 
applicants in the hope of securing a 
part-time paid executive secretary 
sometime during 1961. 


Public Relations Activities 


Increasingly mindful of public re- 
lations demands, the association has 
made giant strides in this area in 
recent years. It has one standing 
committee the task of which is to 
work with the governor’s “Keep 
Maryland Beautiful” committee in 
its endeavors, particularly those of 
roadside beautification.

PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 





By C. W. Wood 








Penstemon Rupicola 


Luckily, I have had some recent 
(1956-58) experience with what I 
think is Penstemon rupicola that will 
help in answering a Vermont read- 
er’s questions regarding that species. 
There is much confusion among col- 
lectors, nurserymen and_ botanists 
about the names; so one is never sure 
of his ground. But I shall not take 
much space for that part of the sub- 
ject, except to say that the plant is 
quite variable, as are most of the 
species and subspecies in the dasan- 
thera section of the genus, and it is, 
therefore, easy to get mixed in one’s 
names. Even the botanists have trou- 
ble here; at least, I notice that some 
European systematists make rupicola 
a variety of P. newberryi. 

As grown from the ordinary lot of 
commercial seeds, rupicola may vary 
in its leafage from the beautiful gray- 
ish ones of the type to all green, and 
in flower color from bright rose to 
rosy crimson, with the trumpets 
amazingly large for the size of the 
plant. When established, the plant 
makes a close mat seldom over three 
or four inches tall and a foot or a 
little more (two feet, it is said, in 
favorable circumstances) in diame- 
ter. It seems to vary not a little in 
floriferousness in different parts of 
the country, and it will probably 
have to be tried before one will 
know what it will do for one. I have 
read, perhaps in the American Pen- 
stemon Society literature, that it 
grows and blooms well in the New 
England states, as well as in the 
Rocky mountain area and in the 
northwest. Here, it was floriferous 
enough to make it the most desirable 
of the small kinds, and its ease of 
culture and long life were also in its 
favor. It probably would do poorly 
in the south, because of the heat. 

Experience during my last trial of 
the species leads me to think it re- 
quires a lean, acid soil, a fact that is 
borne out by reports in the Penste- 
mon Bulletin, where a combination of 
gravel and rotted pine needles is rec- 
ommended. I also found that it was 
best in a northeast wall or on the 
north side of a rock, where it was 
shielded from the noonday and early 
afternoon sun. When seedage is used 
for increase, seeds should be planted 
outdoors in autumn; cuttings of new 
growths during June and July were

no two were even remotely identi«al, 
All had awl-shaped leaves, such as 
both nivalis and subulata should 
have, but the colors ran through 
shades of pink from the palest to 
deep rose, some with eyes and some 
plain, and the petal lobes were en- 
tire and deeply notched. One dis- 
tinguishing trait about them, how- 
ever, was the fact that they all 
bloomed about two weeks later than 
the subulata group, thus extending 
the colorful period. 

I found among my notes one from 
a letter from G. Latta Clement, who 
at one time had an interesting nurs- 
ery of North Carolina plants. 

“In cultivation,” she wrote, “Phlox 
nivalis likes good drainage and a 
sandy, loamy soil, preferably with an 
acid reaction and not too rich. If 
grown in heavily fertilized soil, they 
soon die out. 

“To keep them in good condition, 
one should divide them every year 
and cut them back halfway. This 
ought to be done immediately after 
flowering and will result in compact 
plants (six inches or so) each year, 
with the chances good for a second 
colorful flower display in the fall. If 
they are neglected, they die out in 
the middle and the edges become 
straggly and unsightly. Propagation 
is from cuttings, from divisions and 
by seeds.” 


Phlox Ovata 


While on the subject of phloxes, I 
should like to say a few words in 
praise of a form of P. ovata, found 
and named by Dr. E. T. Wherry, I 
believe. I find it called pulchra and 
pulchera; I cannot find my copy of 
Wherry’s monograph of the genus at 
the moment, but I should expect the 
former name to be correct. 

The flowering stems grew about 
20 inches tall, as I remember it (I 
only saw it once and failed to make 
note of its height), but the nonflow- 
ering stems are quite prostrate, mak- 
ing a most unusual phlox. Each stem 
will produce 30 to 40 quite large, 
red-eyed, soft pink flowers, and the 
plant can be induced to bloom all 
summer by cutting out the stems as 
soon as they are through flowering, 
I was told. It does well in full sun 
or part shade and requires a peaty 
soil, it is said. It should be propa- 
gated easily from cuttings of the non- 
flowering stems, because they root 
naturally when they are prostrate 
on the ground.

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Americans, they always have held a 
certain fascination for me.

named because its flowers and in- 
florescence are suggestive of a grape 
hyacinth, much garden 
value despite the disparaging re- 
marks one sometimes sees in the lit- 
erature. It is true that the plant lacks 
flamboyant beauty and would prob- 
ably receive less attention from the 
gardener if it bloomed with the big 
parade in June, but from the middle 
of September until severe frosts one 
does not examine his flowers with a 
too critical eye. As a result, the big, 
blue lilyturf, with its tufts of long 
(to 15 inches), grasslike, evergreen 
leaves and scapes (to about the same 
height) of small flowers in various 
shades of blue and purple, is sure to 
be a welcome guest in any garden 
where it is hardy.

Although a native of China and 
Japan, the plant is quite hardy this 
far north if given a protected spot 
or one where the snow is sure to 
cover it during cold weather. It 
thrives in full sun or part shade, 
preferably the latter, I am told, in 
soil of slight acidity, though it did 
well here in an alkaline medium. It 
is easily propagated from divisions of 
the clumps. 

I had several named forms from 
a southern grower a year or two ago, 
and these came through last winter 
in good condition. And that was a 
good test for any plant of question- 
able hardiness, because it was a win- 
ter having light snow. That left the 
plants without much protection dur- 
ing the coldest part of the year. It 
remains to be seen, however, if they 
can stand a winter of extreme cold. 
I remember vividly how the winter 
of 1933-34 took off many of our 
plants, including some shrubs, which 
we had considered hardy for years. 

The named form that I like best 
is Lilac Beauty, a foot-tall plant 
with rather wide leaves, the bloom 
spikes of pretty lilac-colored flowers 
extending some distance above the 
foliage mass.

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ing below the foliage tufts is a fault 
of some kinds. We also like Majestic, 
another foot-tall plant, with violet- 
colored flowers in cockscomb effect, 
earlier in the season than the others 
tested. Silvery Midget also received 
our approval, especially as an edging 
plant. The plant grows about six 
inches tall here, and its silver-banded 
leaves are a year-round ornament. 
Finally, let me say a good word for 
Gold Band, a 10-inch plant, the wide 
leaves of which show a conspicuous 
gold edge to set off the lavender-col- 
ored flowers. The plant showed more 
frost damage than the others after 
last winter, but that may have been 
because of a more exposed situation.

year or two to prevent such losses. 
Older, slower-growing plants are not 
so affected. So, for northern plant- 
ings at least, older, slower-growing 
plants should be used whenever pos- 
sible, and spring planting should 
definitely be the recommendation. 
The flowers of the shrub altheas 
appear in late summer and early fall. 
Double-flowered varieties do not 
have fruits; semidouble varieties 
may have only a few or none at

fruit which eventually is a dry cap- 
sule containing many seeds. Its late 
flowers, as well as its ability to grow 
in gardens near the seashore, are 
its chief claims for space in gardens; 
otherwise it has little ornamental 
merit. It has no autumn color, and 
its leaves are among the last to 
appear in the spring. In fact, newly 
placed plants may be so tardy in 
producing leaves the first season 
that harried gardeners remove them 
as “dead” when actually they are 
not. It must also be said that in 
a wet season, many of the flowers 
will rot in the bud. 

There are two methods of grow- 
ing these plants. The first is prac- 
tically to leave them alone with 
little pruning. The flowers will then 
be profuse but small. The other 
method, used frequently in Europe, 
is to cut back the previous year’s 
growth heavily in the spring, to 
about two or three buds. This makes 
work and an unsightly plant for a 
while, but because the flowers are 
borne on the current year’s vegeta- 
tive growth, much larger flowers are 
obtained. 

Most of the varieties listed here 
are grown in the Arnold Arboretum. 
The stamens of the varieties marked 
“semidouble” are aborted, not fully 
developed petals; while those marked 
“double” have the stamens de- 
veloped into petallike structures al- 
most the same length as normal 
petals. The diameter of the flowers 
was measured on the arboretum 
plants, but this varies materially, de- 
pending on size of the plant, amount 
pruned and soil conditions. The 
color notations listed have been 
made from the new Nickerson color 
fan. The names delegated to these

To prevent the misuse of latinized 
horticultural names in the future, it 
is suggested that individuals con- 
templating naming new varieties of 
cultivated plants obtain a copy of 
the “International Code of Nomen- 
clature for Cultivated Plants,” re- 
cently formulated and adopted by 
the international commission for the 
nomenclature of cultivated plants of 
the International Union of Biolog- 
ical Sciences. Efforts are being made 
by all plant organizations here and 
abroad to name new horticultural 


varieties in the future in accordance 
with these universally adopted rules 
and thus eliminate such glaring in- 
adequacies in names as appear in 
the following list:

CALIFORNIA NOTES 


The Stocking Rose Nursery, San 
Jose, was host recently to members 
of local garden clubs and civic or- 
ganizations interested in rose plants. 
Clyde H. Stocking, owner, a past 
president of the California Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen and _ the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, said that in his opinion such 
tours are one of the best means of 
advertising he has used. 

A high incidence of Modesto ash 
leaf spot has been reported in the 
northern part of California this 
vear, due to the unusually cold, 
damp weather following the dry 
winter, leaving trees in a weakened 
condition. The disease is character- 
ized by leaf spots and discolorations 
on both sides of the leaves. It often 
seems to be severer on one side of 
the tree than the other. Early ap- 
plications (before the leaf buds open 
in the spring) with a zinc carbonate 
spray have been recommended and 
are said to be somewhat satisfac- 
tory. The defoliation, however, is not 
usually serious. 

Glenn Walter Kreug has been as- 
signed as Santa Clara county’s first 
horticulturist. He is located at the 
Villa Montalvo, the arboretum and 
estate donated to a trust by the late 
Senator Tames Phelan.

The first 
summer brood (one of four broods 
per year) usually appears early in 
June through July. If the spray is 
used at that time, good control for 
the rest of the season is said to re- 
sult. 

Pacific coast pear growers have 
appealed to Congress for greater 
federal participation in a co-opera- 
tive effort to halt the spread of pear 
decline. The disease, which withers 
the fruit and finally kills the trees, 
has spread from Washington, 
through Oregon and now is said to 
have affected nearly 50 per cent of 
the pear trees in California. The 
request is for doubling of the $90,- 
000 appropriation now in the sug- 
gested budget. 

The Westlake Subdivisions Im- 
provement Association has taken 
court action to force a resident of 
the area to replant his front lawn, 
which is now ivy covered. The law- 
suit charges the homeowner with 
violation of deed requirements im- 
posed on all homes in the sub- 
division and asks that the owner be 
required to remove shrubs, ivy, 
rocks, statuary and electrical light- 
ing from his yard or pay for the 
cost of the removal. 

Members of the Pacific Rose So- 
ciety in a recent pool chose Queen 
Elizabeth as their favorite rose; 
others named, in the order given, 
were the grandiflora Montezuma 
and hvbrid tea varieties Chrvysler 
Imperial, Tiffany and Charlotte 
Armstrong. 

Plant sales in the retail orna- 
mental nurseries over much of Cali- 
fornia during the past month were 
reported as satisfactory. There were 
no record-breaking sales in any 
items, and nearly all continued to 
state that the sales of garden equip- 
ment, spray materials and similar 
non-plant items are far below nor- 
mal. Total sales and total dollar in- 
come are continuing a downward 
trend. and costs are continuing up- 
ward. This is not to imply that many 
nurserymen feel they will soon go

AIR-SPRAY WHITE PINES 


Thousands of acres of white pine 
forests in the Pacific northwest will 
be treated by aerial application of 
the antibiotic, Acti-dione, which has 
been found an excellent control for 
the disease that has threatened to 
wipe out white pine stands in 28 
states, amounting to a _ multibil- 
lion-dollar timber resource. Virgil 
D. Moss, a research forester in the 
forest service’s region | headquarters 
at Spokane, Wash., discovered the 
usefulness of Acti-dione for the con- 
trol of white-pine blister rust after 
10 years’ experimentation and the 
use of hundreds of materials. The 
spray was applied individually to the 
trunks of 8,400,000 trees last sum- 
mer. 


Death was almost inevitable to 
trees formerly afflicted with the dis- 
ease. The only control methods pre- 
viously known consisted of destroy- 
ing diseased trees and destroying 
wild currant and gooseberry bushes, 
host plants for the disease. The new 
method of application of Acti-dione

Keep Washington

Members of the Washington State 
Nurserymen’s Association have been 
a busy group this year. Among their 
activities have been the following: 

Under the direction of W.S.N. A. 
President Edmund W. Heath, a 
source list for plant materials to be 
used in “Century 21” beautification 
was compiled from information 
gathered from W. S. N. A. members. 
This information was sent on to Mr. 
Kasper, chairman of the “Century 
21” beautification committee. 

An Amateur Gardening guide is a 
new venture of the W. S. N. A. that 
has been met with enthusiasm and 
has found instant success. The 
Amateur Gardening guide to bet- 
ter gardening is just the information 
the nurseryman wishes to pass on to 
his customers and is exactly the in- 
formation the customers are seeking. 
Four thousand copies are being dis- 
tributed each month to members. 
The bulletins are being used as pick- 
up pamphlets; envelope stuffers, and 


distribution literature at garden 
clinics, flower shows and open 
houses. 


Legislative Chairman Stanley W. 
Walters was busy at the Capitol at 
Olympia during the past session of 
the legislature. The W. S. N. A. 
played a major part in the rewriting 
of the horticultural laws. Although 
not everything written into the 
law was desired, most aims were 
achieved. 

SB 244, which will be of particular 
interest and value to fruit tree grow- 
ers, will enable them to establish a 
certification program. They should 
be able, co-operating with the de- 
partment of agriculture and Wash- 
ington State University, to produce, 
under certification, the cleanest trees 
in the country and receive a pre- 
mium price for their trees in the 
future. 

A horticulture scholarship for a 
student at Washington State Univer- 
sity is to be given again in 1961 by 
Washington State Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation, Inc. This is one way the 
association feels it can help the en- 
tire industry—by helping young peo- 
ple with their education in the hor- 
ticulture field. Last year’s recipient 
of the horticulture scholarship, Dick 
C. Jongejan, Marysville, Wash., was 
one of the top scholars at W. S. U. to 
be chosen at the end of the winter

At the center of the National Ar- 
boretum’s educational program are 
its labeled plant collections.

By direct donation or by contri- 
bution to a Friends of the National 
Arboretum co-operator’s fund, spe- 
cial plants, benches and smaller de- 
veloped areas have been provided 
by individuals, nurserymen, garden 
clubs and other interested organiza- 
tions. 

Demonstration plantings of orna- 
mentals on a “use” basis, as in 
hedges, ground covers and home gar- 
dens, are planned for the future. 

Extensive Azalea Plantings 

The azalea plantings are the most 
extensive and colorful of the plant 
groups at the arboretum. Upwards 
of 60,000 azaleas are arranged in 
sinuous bands along the slopes of 


Mount Hamilton and beneath tow- 
ering tulip trees and dogwoods. This 
mass planting is composed mainly 
of Glenn Dale hybrid azaleas and is 
extremely colorful when in bloom 
during the 3-week period from mid- 
April to early May. 

The study collections of the vari- 
ous kinds of azaleas are of particu- 
lar interest to horticulturists and 
homeowners. The evergreen types, 
such as the Glenn Dale hybrids, Sat- 
suki azaleas and kurumes, are cen- 
tered in and around the Morrison 
azalea garden. Along the lower 
slopes of Mount Hamilton are the 
deciduous azaleas belonging to the 
Ghent, mollis and Knap Hill (Ex- 
bury) hybrid groups. In the open 
woodlands there is an extensive col- 
lection of the native azaleas of the 


eastern states. Over 1,000 kinds of 
azaleas are in the arboretum collec- 
tion. 

The arboretum’s camellia plant- 
ing was started in Cryptomeria val- 
ley in 1949 with the planting of a 
few varieties of the fall-blooming 
camellia, Camellia sasanqua. This 
planting was gradually expanded on 
a northeastern slope and along trails 
leading to the nearby dogwood 
planting. A mass planting of 200 
plants of the C. oleifera occupies a 
dry sunny slope. Approximately 500 
plants representing 150 varieties of 
C, japonica are scattered beneath 
high-trimmed oaks and tulip trees. 
Over 100 varieties of C. sasanqua 
are planted along trails and among 
stately Japanese temple trees.

Educational Program 


With the completion of the ar- 
boretum’s administration-laboratory 
building, it will be possible to hold 
public lectures on various phases of 
ornamental horticulture, plant ex- 
ploration, botany and related sub- 
jects. Exhibits to illustrate various 
phases of plant life and horticultural 
techniques will be on display to the 
public. Information leaflets, bulletins 
and articles in horticultural and bo- 
tanical publications are currently 
used to inform the public about the 
aboretum’s plantings and _ research 
findings. Displays of spring flowers 
already attract many thousands of 
visitors a day at the height of the 
season, when a voluntary guide 
service sponsored by the League of 
National Capital Garden Clubs pro- 
vides yeoman assistance in caring 
for horticultural groups on a_ pre- 
arranged appointment schedule. 

In keeping with the purposes for 
which the national arboretum was 
established and as a unit of the agri- 
cultural research service, it has been 
intended that various aspects of 
woody plant research will receive 
major emphasis in the arboretum 
program.

Ilex 


The holly project has two major 
objectives, the improvement of varie- 
ties within each of the four major 
landscape holly species, American, 
English, Chinese and Japanese, and 
the production of novel interspecific 
hybrids which will open new fron- 
tiers in holly culture. Sights have 
been particularly set upon develop- 
ment of improved  glossy-leaved 
American holly, red-berried Japa- 
nese holly, heat-tolerant English 
holly and cold-hardy Chinese holly. 

Over 500 clones of the genus ilex 
are now in the living collections at 
the National Arboretum. Breeding 
for recombination of desirable char- 
acters has made good progress and 
is gaining momentum as our physi- 
cal facilities improve. One to three 
years is required to germinate holly 
seeds, the period depending on the 
species. The last step involves the 
field testing of hybrid populations, 
and it may require five to 10 years 
for accumulation of performance 
data on a basis of sex, hardiness, 
fruiting and growth habits, and 15 
years may intervene between cross- 
ing and introduction of a new va- 
riety. 

Magnolia 


Breeding emphasis in magnolias is 
on growth habit, time of bloom, 
flower color, hardiness and ease of 
propagation. From progenies being 
grown, it is hoped that some or all 
of the following may eventually be 
obtained: A hardy evergreen mag- 
nolia for plant hardiness in zone 6; 
a late-flowering, colored stellata 
type to avoid late spring frost dam- 
age; a pyramidal stellata type for 
street tree use; a_ pink-flowered 
yulan type; a dwarf soulangiana 
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type; a fast-growing yellow-flowered 
cordata type, and a hardier pink or 
red-flowered campbelli type. Work 
with this genus will of necessi'y be 
a long-term project for, while hy- 
brids of Magnolia stellata may flow- 
er in six years from seeds, M. camp- 
belli has been known to require 26 
years to produce its first flowers. It 
is important that the National Ar. 
boretum provide for the continuity 
of such projects. 
Camellia 


Varietal trials at the National 
Arboretum over the past 10 vears es- 
tablished the order of hardiness of 
the principal species of camellias 
grown outdoors in this country. 
From most hardy to most tender, 
they are C. japonica, C. oleifera and 
C. sasanqua. The relative hardiness 
of over 100 varieties of C. japonica 
has also been established. 

A limited breeding program is 
under way in an attempt to produce 
hybrids that will be bush hardy to 
—10 degrees Fahrenheit and _pro- 
duce good-quality flowers after ex- 
posure to zero. A parallel objective 
of this program is to develop varie- 
ties that will bloom in early fall or 
late spring before or after normal 
frost dates. 


Lagerstroemia 


At present the crape myrtle is pri- 
marily a plant for southern gardens, 
but it is the goal of the research 
program to modify its adaptability 
range, its color range and its habit 
of growth. The lagerstroemia collec- 
tion now includes more than 100 
cultivars. The dwarf crape myrtle is 
a promising ornamental for land- 
scape use in situations that require 
a low-growing, compact plant. The 
hybridization and rigid selection of 
several of the tropical forms with 
the hardiest clones are one possible 
approach to increased flower size. 
form and color. Seedling popula- 
tions are now being grown from 
which selections will be made for 
comprehensive testing. 


Hibiscus 


The widely cultivated rose of 
Sharon, Hibiscus syriacus, is repre- 
sented by few cultivars that could be 
rated select ornamentals, since the 
color range and habit of growth are 
undesirable.

Concluding Comments 

The National Arboretum serves 
the general public interested in land- 
scaping the home grounds and the 
nursery industry which supplies the 
plants. In co-operation with the ag- 
ricultural research service’s new 
crops branch and Longwood Gar- 
dens, new woody plants are being 
introduced to this country. These 
new plants and others that are de- 
veloped through breeding programs 
are tested, often in co-operation with 
nurserymen, for their range of 
adaptability before being released to 
the trade by the new crops branch. 
Through the arboretum’s labeled 
plant collections and display plant- 
ings, the general public, landscape 
architects and nurserymen become 
aware of the merits of various plants 
for landscape use. Recommenda- 
tions on varieties to plant and where 
they can be purchased is furnished 
in response to many inquiries of this 
kind. 

The National Arboretum is open 
to visitors 8 a. m. to 4:30 p. m., 
Monday through Friday throughout 
the year and to 7 p. m. and on week- 
ends during the principal display 
seasons of April to early May and 
October-November. The week-end 
periods will be extended just as soon 
a more guards can be provided. 
The entrance is most easily found by 
driving northeast on Maryland ave- 
nue from the Capitol. This avenue 
dead-ends within a short distance of 
the main gate.

Making it more convenient than 
ever for nurserymen to improve 
their knowledge of the trade, the 
University of Southwestern Louis- 
iana and the Louisiana Association 
of Nurserymen this year prepared 
two separate short course programs 
—one for growers and one for retail- 
ers and garden center operators— 
and presented one or both of them in 
five different towns through the 
state. First given May 29 at Lafay- 
ette, on the university’s campus, the 
sessions were repeated on the four 
following days at Shreveport, Mon- 
roe, Forest Hill and Covington. 

Building a horticultural library, 
substituting stock and merchandis- 
ing were the topics presented for 
the retailers’ groups, while growers 
were given information on pruning, 
propagation and soil management. 

Urges Nursery Library 

The short course speakers in- 
cluded Prof. Ira E. Nelson, U. S. L. 
horticulture department, who spoke 
on “Information—Where and How 
To Find It To Supply Your Cus- 
tomers’ Needs” during the retail 
nurserymen’s meetings. The more a 
salesman knows about his product, 
the better he can sell it, Professor 
Nelson stated, and the more confi- 
dence he can instill in the cus- 
tomer. 

He stressed the need of retail 
nurserymen’s having a small library 
of information available for their 
sales personnel in order to assist them 
in answering the many questions 
asked by amateur gardeners. 

Professor Nelson discussed and 
distributed for examination many 
standard works available for a nurs- 
ery library. He stressed the desir- 
ability of Bailey's “Cyclopedia of 
Horticulture,” “Exotica,” “The Gar- 
dener’s Bug Book,” and the many 
fine publications available through 
the American Rose Society and state 
experiment stations. 

Not to be overlooked, he added, 
are the fine periodicals and bulletins 
of the plant societies, such as those 
on camellias and hemerocallis, and 
the many free catalogs from nurs- 
eries, greenhouse manufacturers and 
seed houses. 

The next speaker on the retail 
nurserymen’s program was Dr. S. L. 
Solymosy, associate professor of

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said. He concluded by stressing the 
point of an earlier speaker on the 
necessity of a small library in the 
nursery for ready reference by the 
owner or his sales personnel. 
Pruning Fundamentals 


Prof. Ira Nelson addressed the 
growers. short course groups on 
“The Fundamentals of Pruning.” 
The purpose of pruning in the nurs- 
ery is to control growth or improve 
plant quality, or both, Professor Nel- 
son stated. It is impossible to in- 
crease growth by pruning, because, 
by the very nature of the pruning 
operation, one removes growth buds 
or leaves that supply the food neces- 
sary for increased growth. 

Compactness of growth, or gen- 
eral vegetative growth, the speaker 
said, may be regulated by heading 
back (shortening a limb or removing 
a portion of it) or thinning out (re- 
moval of an entire branch at its 
point of origin). He recommended 
that, because of apical dominance 
and to obtain maximum branching, 
most liners and young plants should 
be pruned before growth begins in 
the spring or after stems or buds 
are fully matured in midsummer. 

Professor Nelson then reviewed 
pruning practices regarding flower- 
ing shrubs, shade trees and special 
forms, such as espaliers. 

Plant propagation is always a pay- 
ing operation for the nurseryman, 
asserted Dr. S. L. Solymosy, who 
spoke to the growers on this topic. 
An operator’s investment per unit of 
return in a propagation setup is less 
than in any other phase of the nurs- 
ery operation, he continued; there- 
fore, it usually pays the grower to 
root or graft his own plants if he is 
reasonably successful in these op- 
erations. If, however, he knows that 
he can buy liners of a certain item 
more cheaply than he can produce 
them, he should, of course, purchase 
them. 

Dr. Solymosy then reviewed the 
various types of cuttings and empha- 
sized the importance of the time or 
season of year in which cuttings 
are taken. Simply because one fails 
to root yaupon holly successfully in 
September from semihardwood cut- 
tings, he stated, is no reason to as- 
sume that this same type of cutting 
taken in November will not root suc- 
cessfully. He stated further that 
sanitation and the technique of mak- 
ing and sticking cuttings are as im- 
portant to the grower as the type 
of medium he uses, or his selection 
of a root stimulant. 

Rhizoctonia is one of the most 


destructive diseases in cool weather, 
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when low light intensities prevail, 
and can readily be identified by the 
blackening of the stem and defolia- 
tion of the cutting. He recommended 
withholding water from infected 
areas, hanging hoses and nozzles to 
prevent contamination from soil 
contact and general fumigation of 
the propagating structure with sul- 
phur at the start of each season as 
measures for combating  rhizoc- 
tonia. 

Dr. Solymosy cautioned the group 
against entering any new phase or 
trying any revised technique unless 
ithad been thoroughly tested in each 
nursery S Own operation. As exam- 
ples he listed new media, root stim- 
ulants and the various misting tech- 
niques. He concluded by advising 
that all growers can learn more by 
visiting their fellow nurserymen to 
observe their techniques for solving 
similar problems and should do so 
at every Opportunity. 

“Soil Management” was the topic 
discussed by Dr. J. A. Foret during 
the growers’ short course. According 
to Dr. Foret, environmental factors 
affecting growth that will be directly 
influenced by one’s soil management 
program are soil moisture supply, 
soil reaction, aeration of the soil, 
biological activity of the soil and the 
supply of mineral nutrients for plant 
growth. 

Sound Program Essential 


He cautioned that no nurseryman 
can expect to grow nursery stock in 
the field without a sound program of 
soil management. Included in_ this 
program should be a rotation, in- 
cluding a legume grown for one sea- 
son, and the application of lime. The 
most logical legume for Louisiana 
nurserymen, he stated, is Crotalaria 
spectabilis (late strain), because of 
its high yield of organic matter and 
its value as a trap crop for nema- 
todes, not to mention its capacity for 
returning nitrogen to the soil (80 
to 100 pounds per acre). 

A properly managed program 
should include no more than two 
crops of nursery stock, then a com- 
plete soil analysis, so that lime and 
phosphorus can be applied if needed 
prior to planting the crotalaria. Ade- 
quate fertilizer should be applied to 
the crotalaria to obtain maximum 
growth, and the legume should be 
turned under before it sets seed. 

Major Elements Reviewed 

The speaker then reviewed the 
recommended rates of the major ele- 
ments necessary for most nursery 
crops grown in Louisiana: Nitrogen, 
10 to 100 pounds per acre per year; 
phosphorus, 60 to 70 pounds per

mean that a plant is free of nema- 
tode injury. Many of the more in- 
jurious nematodes do not enter the 
root system; therefore, they do not 
produce the typical root-knot symp- 
toms. Examples of these are mead- 
ow, sting, dagger and spiral nema- 
todes. 

Evidence of nematode injury 
varies on ornamental plants. For 
example, nematode injury to the 
root system of azaleas may result in 
severe chlorosis symptoms. Actually 
it is an iron deficiency in the foliage 
which causes the chlorosis. However, 
the basis of the difficulty is restric- 
tion of the roots, which cannot take 
up the iron present in the soil. 

When roots of plants are injured 
or reduced by nematodes, the fer- 
tilizer in the soil cannot be taken up 
effectively by the plant. Nematode 
damage also causes reduced uptake 
of water, even though sufficient mois- 
ture may be in the soil. Nematode 
infested plants, therefore, may show 
greater drought injury than nema- 
tode-free plants. 

Nematode infestations also can in- 
crease cold injury to shrubs by re- 
stricting water uptake, particularly 
during windy, cold weather. This 
results in greater desiccation injury 
to the foliage. 


Leave Plant Vulnerable 


Ornamental plants weakened by 
nematodes are often attacked and 
killed by certain secondary fungi. 
Also, the wound made by nematodes 
when attacking the roots of plants 
offers an ideal entrance into the root 
system for many kinds of disease or- 
ganisms. 

Nurserymen should think in terms 
of a planned nematode control pro- 
gram. Control measures should in-

Dept. A Middletown, Del. 
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area had an estimated population 
of approximately 2,000,000 on Janu- 
ary 1, 1957. Since 1930, the popula- 
tion had increased 2.9 times, a 
growth rate surpassing that of any 
other metropolitan area among the 
10 largest in the United States. Con- 
sequently, Washington rose from the 
rank of 16th largest city in the coun- 
try in 1930 to ninth largest in 1957. 
A factor in the steady growth is 
that Washington is known as the 
depression-proof city. 

Because of Washington’s continu- 
ous growth, more and more tourists 
and conventions are recorded there 
each year. This year it was esti- 
mated that about 7,000,000 visitors 
would pass through the city, rein- 
forcing its reputation as one of the 
top convention cities in the United 
States. 

Seven railroads offer direct serv- 
ice to Washington’s Union station. 
Every major airline services the Na- 
tional airport, just 15 minutes’ driv- 
ing time from the heart of the city. 
Washington is on eastern standard 
time except for the summer months, 
when daylight saving time is ob- 
served. 


Street Key 


With the Capitol building as the 
hub in the design of the city as 
planned by Maj. Pierre L’Enfant, 
the District of Columbia has four 
geographical sections. North-south 
streets in each section are numeri- 
cal; east-west streets are alphabeti- 
cal. A variance to this general rule 
is found in the mall area, where the 
driveways are named for presidents. 
No standard for locating diagonal 
avenues can be given. Beyond desig- 
nations in the first alphabet, streets 
have names in alphabetical order, 
with the stress on syllables; i. e., the 
second alphabet begins with names 
of two syllables: Adams, Bryant, etc., 
and the third alphabet has names 
of three syllables: Allison, Buchanan, 
ete, 

Since Washington is the seat of 
the federal government, every visi- 
tor should make it a point to journey 
over to the United States Capitol, 
which even now is undergoing its 
most major face-lifting since the 
dome was added in 1859. From the 
Capitol, a visitor has only short 
walks between other major tourist 
attractions, the old and new Senate 
Office buildings, the Library of Con- 
gress, the Supreme Court building, 
and the Folger Shakespeare library. 

At the Capitol the house and 
Senate chambers, Statuary hall, the 
rotunda and the President’s room 
are well worth a visit. At night

nearby, between the Union station 
railroad terminal and the Capitol, 
multicolored lights play on a large 
fountain.

Famous Smithsonian Institution 


Two other buildings which are 
popular visitor attractions are the 
Smithsonian Institution, on the mall, 
and the White House, 1600 Penn. 
sylvania avenue, N.W. The Smith- 
sonian was founded in 1846, under 
the terms of the will of James 
Smithson, an English scientist who 
bequeathed his entire fortune of 
$550,000 to the people of the United 
States to found at Washington “An 
establishment for the increase and 
diffusion of knowledge among men.” 
It is estimated that there are over 
50 million catalogued items in the 
Smithsonian collection, from air- 
planes to the Hope diamond. 

The White House or, given its 
formal name, the Executive Man- 
sion, is of late 18th century design. 
Ironically, every president — but 
George Washington, from whom the 
city received its name, has _ lived 
there. The cornerstone of the man- 
sion was laid in 1792, and the struc- 
ture was completed in 1800, one 
year after George Washington died. 
When the building was burned by 
British troops in 1814, during the 
War of 1812, white paint was ap- 
plied to cover fire damage, and the 
White House received its other, and 
commoner, name. 

The most obvious landmark in 
the District of Columbia is the 555- 
foot Washington monument, located 
on the mall, halfway between and 
in perfect alignment with the Capi- 
tol and the Lincoln Memorial. It is 
the tallest masonry structure in the 
world and is visible from most sec- 
tions of the city. Construction of 
the monument took 40 years to com- 
plete, from 1848 until 1888. The top 
may be reached by elevator, requir- 
ing less than one minute, or by a 
vigorous climb up its 898 steps. 

The fine points named are all on 
the juniors’ visiting tour along with 
the Library of Congress and _ the 
F.B.I. headquarters. 

The Lincoln and Jefferson Me- 
morials, both of which stand out 
majestically against the Virginia sky- 
line, are two other focal points of 
interest. Dedicated on Memorial 
day, 1922, the Lincoln Memorial 
contains the 21-foot statue of the

erous and ornamental, proved to be 
in short supply and unavailable in 
many instances. 

“Retail garden center sales in- 
creased approximately 10 per cent, 
and our advertising program proved 
very effective. 

“Negotiated landscape contracts 
are on the increase, which proves to 
be more satisfactory to the owner, 
also allowing the landscape contrac- 
tor to obtain a fair margin of profit. 
Citizens are becoming more con- 
scious of the value of incorporating 
good lawns, trees and plants not 
only in residential areas but at shop- 
ping centers, motels, industrial 
plants, schools, ete. 

“Qualified landscape foremen are 
difficult to obtain. The only solution 
to this problem appears to be under- 
taking a training program in one’s 
own organization. 

“Accounts receivable are larger 
than in previous years, and collec- 
tions continue to constitute a real 
problem. 

“We feel that the buying public 
is more optimistic than in the year 
1960, and bookings for the remainder 
of the year and contracts under 
negotiation create a favorable out- 
look for the nursery industry in the 
Tidewater area. 

“Programs now outlined by the 
federal government indicate larger 
expenditures for construction, which 
in turn will create a greater demand 
for plants and proper landscaping. 

Favorable Maryland Reports 

Edward L. Stock, Stock Nursery, 
Bethesda, Md., writes optimistically 
as follows: 

“Spring had a vigorous start the 
last week in February. It remained 
cool all spring, with rains at night, 
all very fortunate, for we, like others, 
came through a winter here with no 
fat and little skin on our bones. 
Practically all semi-exotics, such as 
Ligustrum lucidum, laurocerasus and 
osmanthus, were unsalable and had 
to be imported from farther south. 
However, there has been a brisk de- 
mand for conifers, to replace the 
bedraggled broadleaves that suffered 
so much last winter.

Late Oregon Sales Top ’60 
Retail business at Reed & Cross, 


Eugene, Ore., recovered from a late 
start to show a considerable increase 
this year, according to Reed Voll- 
stedt, who writes: 

“The retail nursery business in the 
Willamette Valley started late again 
this year, with prolonged rainfall. 
However, the past six weeks have 
been active for us. Our retail busi- 
ness has shown a sizable increase, 
due somewhat to a continued ad- 
vertising effort and special promo- 
tions. Our increased landscape crew 
of 10 men has also added much to 
retail sales. 

“We are now beginning a sum- 
mer advertising campaign on_ the 
basis that “Anytime is planting time 
at Reed & Cross.” This should help 
stimulate retail sales as well as keep 
our full landscape crew busy. We 
already have contracted for several 
summer landscape jobs. The use of 
a ‘planscaper’ service has proved 
popular, bringing us many new 
customers. 


Record Washington Rains 


Mounting sales in May showed 
promise of making up for the busi- 
ness that was rained out earlier in 
the season in the Tacoma, Wash., 
area, according to L. H. (Bud) 
McGuire, Puget Sound Nursery & 
Gift Shop, Tacoma. He writes: 

“Any report from my immediate 
area will reflect a record rainfall 
during the spring. All the nursery- 
men I have spoken to'found that 
early spring sales were definitely 
down. I am glad to report that busi- 
ness in the past month (May) has 
been good, and most of the sales 
loss will be cleared up if the good 
sales continue. 

“My own firm’s sales are near to 
last year’s at this time, since some 
of the late rains actually aided land- 
scaping in the late spring. The addi- 
tional moisture allowed us to move 
material safely a little later than 
usual. 

“There seems to be no definite 
change in pattern with respect to 
the type of stock. The demand for 
larger or more finished stock seems 
harder to fill, since there has been 
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quite a drain on this material over 
the past few years. 

“A trend to do more and better 
planting about all commercial build- 
ings represents much potential busi- 
ness.”

The final column in this section 
of the chart reads, “Incentive of the 
Week.” Having given his sales staff 
the necessary selling tools, it is wise 
for one to recognize good selling per- 
formance. The incentives and plans 
can be quite simple——it is the recog- 
nition that is important. The other 
section of the chart is all under 
the headline “Ad Preparation 
Dates.” Subheadings point out plan- 
ning and check dates for preparing 
copy, assembling cuts and mats, get- 
ting proof from the newspaper, etc. 
A final column is left for results and 
comments. 

Advertising Specifics 

Mr. Czufin then attacked the sub- 
ject of retail garden shop advertis- 
ing, making specific suggestions, 
using a slide presentation. By and 
large, this industry does a poor job 
of advertising. The ads are difficult 
to read and uninteresting, and the 
newspaper usually compounds the 
problem by jamming them all to- 
gether on a garden page. How the 
white space is used spells the differ- 
ence between sellout and “flop.” 

Mr. Czufin outlined the following 
essentials in preparing a good adver- 
tisement: 

1. Select the right items. Choose 
wanted, fast-turning items. Repeat 
winners as long as they keep pulling. 

2. Make ads easily recognizeable. 
Try to give them a consistent per- 
sonality and style of their own. 

Use simple layout. Do not get 
tricky or clever. Layout should carry 
the eye through the message easily, 
in proper sequence. Avoid too many 
type faces and reverse plates. 

4. Use dominant illustrations. A 
product well displayed is half sold. 
Use action pic tures showing product 
in use—a youngster picking apples 
off a tree, for example. 

Let the headline carry the main 
benefit point. 

6. Make copy complete; tell all

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Wednesday evening and once more 
drew a full house. Earlier in the day, 
forum chairman Otto Martens, Dei- 
gaard Nurseries, Monrovia, ad- 
dressed the morning session on the 
conduct of a plant forum, siating 
that the experienced nurseryman 
who attends plant forums is the per- 
son who needs them least. The new- 
comers to the industry should use 
them as an opportunity to become 
more familiar with the objects of 
their businesses. 

Plant forums can be held at nurs- 
ery sales meetings, chapter meetings, 
short courses and conventions. Usu- 
ally two to three minutes’ discussion 
per plant is adequate. One might 
discuss a new introduction, a re- 
introduction, or any “old” plant that 
deserves wider attention. 

The presentation should include 
the botanical name, clearly pro- 
nounced, and the common name; the 
plant family, genus, species and va- 
riety, and descriptive information on 
the bloom, foliage, height, hardiness, 
soil and water requirements, etc. The 
speaker, or an assistant, should dis- 
play the plant or a part of it. The 
speaker should be proficient, knowl- 
edgeable and brief. 

Other familiar and enjoyable fea- 
tures of the 1961 refresher course 
were the nurserymen’s barbecue, pro- 
vided along with entertainment by 
Cal Poly, and the fellowship break- 
fast, featuring the ultimate in ranch 
breakfasts prepared by the nursery- 
men themselves. 


Bonsai Explained 


A new feature was the bonsai 
lecture and demonstration that con- 
cluded the refresher course Thurs- 
day evening. The presentation was 
made by Yoji Yoshimura, a bonsai 
authority and co-author of the book 
“The Japanese Art of Miniature 
Trees and Landscape.” 

Mr. Yoshimura pointed out that 
“bon” means shallow tray and “sai” 
means planting; hence the name of 
the art. One of the questions he is 
most frequently asked is “How are 
the trees kept so small?” The ans- 
wer, simplified, is trimming. The root 
is cut and the soil changed every two 
to five years, depending on the par- 
ticular trees. 

His slides of bonsai trees, planted 
singly and in landscape groupings, 
exemplified the five main styles: For- 
mal upright, informal, slanting, semi- 
cascade and cascade. He also noted 
that there are 32 primary variations. 
A bonsai specimen may start as a 
tree collected from its natural habi- 
tat, a seedling, a rooted cutting or a 
layered or grafted plant. The film 
shown by the speaker illustrated 
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these and the process of transplant- 
ing a bonsai plant. 

Mr. Yoshimura, who usually sifts 
oil seven times to prepare his plant- 
ing mix, recommended a medium of 
equal parts garden soil, peat moss 
and sand for use in the United 
States. 

Because of the small quantity 
of soil, the bonsai should be watered 
once or twice a day. Fertilization is 
rarely needed, because the purpose 
is to keep the plant small. The only 
exception might be to induce more 
profuse blooms — on azaleas, for 
example. 

Otherwise, standard rules apply as 
to shade, sun, indoor, outdoor, etc. 
This is a problem with many of his 
students—they come to learn about 
bonsai, but they know nothing about 
horticulture, which must come first. 


Wire Used for Shaping 


The primitive method of shaping 
bonsai trees was to pull down 
branches with wire or strings. The 
technique now preferred is to wind 
the wire around the branches to hold 
them in place as they are bent to 
the desired position. Trimming of a 
bonsai specimen—a hemlock or yew, 
for example—should be done every 
month or two, new central shoots 
being pulled out during the growing 
season by hand or with tweezers. 

New shoots must be left on decid- 
uous trees until after the flowering 
season, then trimmed. In a drastic 
trimming, the tree is stripped down 
to the main stem. It will soon have 
new shoots, and, if these are wired, 
the specimen can present a com- 
pletely different appearance in 10 
months. 


Transplanting 


When a bonsai tree is transplant- 
ed, the soil must be quite dry, and 
the transplanting should be done in- 
doors. Green moss growing on the 
surface of the soil should be removed 
and kept for later use. About two 
thirds of the soil is removed, and al- 
most one-half the roots cut off. 

The tree is then placed on the 
remaining soil and pushed down 
firmly to eliminate air pockets. Cop- 
per wire extending up from the hole 
in the bottom of the planter is tied 
around the tree to secure it and re- 
mains until the tree is transplanted 
again. 

Extremely dry soil is then added 
and poked down firmly between the 
roots with a small stick (a bamboo 
chocolate stick was used in the film). 
Excess soil is then removed, and the 
exposed roots are pushed down. Top- 
soil is added and smoothed with a 
brush. Powdered green moss, which

pressed down with a trowel, begins 
to grow in about 10 days. 

The plant is watered from the 
bottom by placing the planter in a 
tub, the water coming through a 
plastic screen over the bottom hole, 
Later watering of bonsai specimens 
is done carefully both from above 
and below. 


Demonstrates Planting 


After showing the film that de. 
tailed this transplanting process, the 
group speaker made a bonsai plant- 
ing, using five beeches, sedum and 
grasses. He used the revolving table 
he deems necessary for efficient 
work. 

Several additional points were 
noted or demonstrated by Mr, 
Yoshimura as he worked. More of 
the root system, for example, is al- 
lowed to remain in a first planting 
than in a transplanting. Trees are 
trimmed and wired before being 
placed in the planting soil, which 
is poured on top of one-fourth inch 
of rough soil. The trees are held in 
place during the shaping process in 
a muck of peat and soil. 

Any stones used are wet before 
being added to the scene. The soil 
is never pressed down after plant- 
ing is complete, since that would 
harden it. The best season for plant- 
ing is in early spring just as new 
shoots appear. For pines there are 
two suitable planting times—early 
spring and just after new shoots 
harden.

room for the price. A 5-foot display 
stand for “Plant of the Week” pro- 
motions is being readied. 

Mr. Peairs commented that dur- 
ing the Can-Can Carnival, three 
items which he advertised at their 
regular price but which were not 
stocked by other outlets brought in 
more traffic than all the specially 
priced items combined. While he has 
always featured gift cards for Moth- 
ers’ day, his sale was much greater 
this year, because the cards were 
dramatized in display material pro- 
vided by the C. A. N. and were tied 
in to an organized, planned promo- 
tion. 

Displays Need Planning 

Norman Springer, Bandini Ferti- 
lizer Co., Los Angeles, referring to 
the keynote speeches, pointed out 
that nurserymen must plan in the 
area of store fixtures and display as 
well as elsewhere. With the advent 
in the nursery field of the chains and 
mass merchandising masters, a 
sloppy operation can no longer be 
tolerated. One should get all the ad- 
vice possible from companies in the 
field, observe the more modern nurs- 
eries and thoughtfully draw up his 
own plans. 

Mr. Springer discussed the sample 
displays and plans on the platform, 
commenting on good and bad fea- 
tures. His films showed several be- 
fore-and-after sequences of nurseries 
which had been modernized. The 
following suggestions were offered: 

Adopt supermarket techniques 
where appropriate. Arrange display 
gondolas parallel to the customers’ 
entrance route, not across in such 
a way as to block over-all store view.

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in feeling. Use indirect light on wall 
display areas, and use as much wall 
space as possible for display. Tools 
should not be placed too high for 
effective display or for safety. Add 
to display wall space by placing a 
3-foot display wall or railing in front 
of large shovels, rakes, etc., for dis- 
playing smaller tools or other items. 
Movable partitions will help in 
flexibility and variety of displays. 
When displaying several sizes of 
product, put the heavy bags or 
bottles down low and the smallest 
in one row at the top——hard to get 
at. Have several rows of 10-pound 
bags in the middle—easily reached 
by the customer. 


New Items 


New items for the nursery center 
include gondolas with wire baskets 
for bulbs and plant gondolas with 
plastic, ribbed trays so pots can be 
watered in the nursery. 

ya signs should read “‘Nurs- 
ery’ or “Garden Shop.” That is more 
ieee than showing the owner’s 
name. Glass doors with about three 
feet of glass framing on either side 
give an open and modern look to the 
nursery store. Consider having a 
pool on the property. A pool com- 
pany will often put it in free and 
give a percentage override on any 
sales developed from it. Pool plant- 
ings can be featured as well. 

Peter Lert continued in the sell- 
ing-oriented vein of the refresher 
course program by _ approaching 
“Pest Controls” from the point of 
view of retail sales and customer ad- 
vice. Today’s selling requires much 
more product knowledge. Having 
this distinguishes the nurseryman 
from competitors. There is much 
confusion between brand or trade 
names and product or generic names. 

Facts on Resistance 

Resistance of insects to insecticides 
is not so marked as is often said. 
Many times poor application is to 
blame. It is not true that insects 
gain resistance by surviving expo- 
sure. Resistance is a genetic phenom- 
enon — an inherited characteristic. 
Thus spraying eliminates the non- 
resistant insects and builds up a 
strain of mutants. Therefore, spray- 
ing should not be done unless neces- 
sary, but when it is done, a good 
job should be carried out. 

Safety with chemical products is 
an industry responsibility. Protect 
one’s self, one’s customers and one’s 
reputation. Nurserymen sell more 
deadly poisons from their shelves 
than do pharmacists, who have been 
schooled in their trade for six years. 
Educate the public at every oppor- 
tunity, or the situation could blow

The oral and dermal toxicity may 
be widely different for the same 
product, so learn how to use it. The 
amount of a product that will kill 
a person varies from a few drops of 
one product to several pounds of an- 
other. 

Follow these standard safety prac- 
tices: (1) Follow directions; (2) do 
not spray upward or use in windy, 
hot, dry weather; (3) use protective 
clothes and equipment: (4) keep 
products in labeled containers: (5) 
dispose of empty containers; (6) do 
not smoke when spraying, and (7 
wash up—change clothes—lock up! 

Sell a spray products cabinet, with 
a lock on it, for a plus sale as well 
as to help the customers and your- 
self. 

The best materials are not al- 
ways available. The costs to de- 
velop and market a new chemical 
are astronomical, and manufacturers 
have a right to expect a return. 
There are so many chemicals now 
that they pose a problem of decision 
for nurserymen.
